ation of Independence does not invoke Prop. 39, not even in the 
famous passage about powers derived “from the consent of the 
governed.” Let us place before our readers the whole of the pas- 
sage: “We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all men are 
created equal, and that they are endowed by their Creator with 
certain inalienable rights, that among these are Life, Liberty and 
the pursuit of Happiness. That to secure these rights, Gdvern- 
ments are instituted among men, deriving their just powers from 
the consent of the governed.” The Constitution of the United 
States is a witness to the fact that our Fathers did intend to cir- 
cumscribe government within due limits. Now, in the passage 
quoted, certain rights, which can neither be granted nor taken 
away by any civil government, are mentioned. These have been 
conferred upon men by Almighty God. it ts the purpose of Gov- 
ernments to SECURE (not grant) these rights which are ante- 
cedent to any and all civil government. These rights are excepted 
by particular mention; and it is within a sphere outside of these 
rights (and, indeed, with the very view of preserving and secur- 
ing them) that the government derives its “just powers from the 
consent of the governed.” So it is that our Courts, over and over 
again, have decided that an innocuous occupation cannot be pro- 
hibited by law, for upon it the very life of the person engaged in 
it depends. The government may only regulate such an occupa- 
tion. Teaching is such an occupation; and it is unconstitutional, 
from the American standpoint, for any State monopoly of educa- 
tion to exist. A teacher in a private or parochial school is exer- 
cising one of these “inalienable rights.” 

Here the advocates of the omnipotent-omnipresent State 
speak, and not the founders of the American government. In- 
deed, the law of God has been distinctly recognized by the framers 
of the Declaration of Independence and the Constitution. When 
Pres. Andrew Johnson was inaugurated governor of Tennessee, in 
1853, he said in his address; “Democracy and religion are hand- 
maidens to each other. They are two converging lines extending 
from earth to heaven, where they unite in theocracy.” Our form 
of government, as has been aptly said, is “a Democracy in a Re- 
public,” It is within such limitations that Americans should al- 
ways use the word “Democracy.” The immortal Abraham Lincoln, 
in his Gettysburg address, spoke of “this nation under God.” 
Quotations might be multiplied to show what is the conception of 
our greatest statesmen. All worthy of the name have recognized 
that all power possessed by the American Government to rule its 
citizens 1s derived from Almighty God. 

But the enemies of the Syllabus of Errors otherwise contend,

St. Anne, patron of mothers, teaches them many very 
important lessons. By praying for years that she might be 
blessed with a child she offers a rebuke to all those who 
shirk motherhood and who do not hold childlife sacred. 

Then, while she had one only child, her first thought 
was to dedicate it to: Almighty God, and even to offer it to 
Him for service in the temple. Mary thus became, in a 
sense, the first nun, and her mother the first to foster a re- 
ligious vocation. 

St. Anne thus offers a rebuke to many mothers, who, 
not only do not foster religious vocations in their girls, but 
who do everything to destroy the notion in the child when it 
comes to her unsolicited except by Heaven. 

If these mothers would only visit the Motherhouse of 
one of our Sisterhoods, read the cgntent which is:so promi- 
nent on every face, observe the eagerness with which the 
young ladies’await the day when they may consecrate them- 
selves for life to the love and service of God, and note how 
comfortably situated are the nuns who have grown old in 
the service and who, as superannuated or ill, pass their last 
days in peace, how their minds would be altered ! 

Unhappiness in the religious life is the exception, while 
it is very common in the world, even though many motitérs 
live to see their children happily married. In fact, it is 
generally agreed that most people who live in the world are 
bound to have cares, and sorrows, and much unhappiness, 
and it is not unusual for them to be regarded as a burden 
to the child or children who must support them in their old 
days, if indeed they are not placed in some home for the 
aged. 
The one who enters the convent escapes al! this, and 
her mother will run no risk of having any worries on her 
account. , 

When we consider the purpose of life and the crown of 
glory which awaits those who are instrumental in leading 
others to a knowledge and love of Gad, the religious life 
stands out in lovable attractiveness, yet those who embrace 
it are extraordinarily few if you compare the number with 
the many who select one of a dozen other careers. Though 
the law course at our colleges and universities extends ever 
a period of only three or four years, some schools have as 
many as one thousand law students enrolled. It is the sinié 
with medicine. By such comparison we readily note the 
insignificant number who choose a profession which carries 
with it the supremest joy, which brings the greatest amourit 
of good to those who are the objects of its ministrations, 
and is promised the greatest amount of reward in the world 
to come. 

There seems to be a wide field for thousands more law- 
yers and physicians, but a worldwide field invites many 
thousands of young men and women to enter the priesthood 
and sisterhood, to instruct people, administer to them the 
food of the soul, and prepare them for eterna)! glory. While 
the world is waiting for such workers people are dying at 
the rate of one hundred thousand a day. 

Physicians for the body are sufficiently numerous to 
care for everyone who becomes ill, but physicians for the 
soul are not within the reach of millions. 

Young men and women, give this matter serious thought. 
Parents, call the attention of your children to this very im- 
portant work of God. Not only do not stand in the way of 
your children embracing the religious life, but, like St. 
Anne, Mary’s mother, pray that God may be good enough 
to call on you for one of your children, to which call you 
will respond cheerfully.

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Why is it that people would rather pass as non-religious 
than religious? How many there are who would not eare 
to be caught praying in private! Prayer is not only dic- 
tated by the deepest wisdom, but it proceeds naturally from 
the heart that loves Him, Whom it is foolhardly to disown.

It can raise one man to high honors 
only by taking them from another. If all the money were 
taken away from the world’s millionaires or even from the 
““thousandaires,” there would not be sufficient to give each 
person a cottage for himself.

The only 
true pleasures are intellectual or spiritual; the only true 
wealth is a good name and virtuous habits; and the only en- 
during honors are those which come to those “who seek first 
the Kingdom of God.” 

The world is man’s and woman’s very worst enemy. 
The Bible reminds us of this over and over, and the experi- 
ence of everyone confirms it. It wants our worship, our» 
time and attention, in the place of God. To win our service 
it holds out every allurement, but in each instance we are 
deceived... We do not learn by our experience, but like the 
foolish fish bite at the bait. under which a hook is hidden, 
like the dumb insect we fly into the flame of the candle.
